JERUSALEM (Spl) — High 
Commissioner Wauchope of Pales- 
tine, in a conference with Dr. 
Chaim Weizman, president of the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine, gave 
full approval to the manner in 
which the Tel Aviv Jews meti the 
recent country wide disorders, 

The latest outbreak of riots was 
typical in methods by which it 
was instigated and tactics used to 
thwart Jewish resettlement efforts, 
but for the first time in modern 
history the Jews had sufficient 
numbers to defend themselves and 
to repulse pillaging Arabs from 
most of their communities, 

In several cities young Jewish 
men massed together and discour- 
aged any further violence by their 
preparedness. Many communities 
calmly undertook practical mea- 
sures to impede rioters, as for in- 
stance the erection of wire barri- 
ers. I was such measures as 
these, undertaken purely for de- 
fense which were approved by 
Commissioner Wauchope. 

Unique in this outbreak is its 
total failure to hinder Jewish re- 
construction and resettlement. 
Quite the contrary, it has given 
new momentum to efforts in this 
direction and has resulted in in- 
creased financial support.

that German women have enjoyed 
since the war has been trans- 
formed into a biological and mili- 
tary economy where they are com- 
manded to rear children, cultivate 
hate, till the soil and prepare for

AUTHORIZED 
BODY NOT TO

LONDON (JTA)—After a heat- 
ed debate, the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews, British Jewish 
representative body, decided Sun« 
day by a vote of 105 to 81 against 
participation in the World Jewisl{ 
Congress, which will take place in 
Geneva next August, 

Neville Laski, president of the 
board, read a statement expres- 
sing grief at disorders in Pales- 
tine. The statement welcomed 
measures by the Palestine Govern- 
ment to preserve order and the 
declaration by J. H. Thomas, Co- 
lonial Secretary, in the House of 
Commons that order would be 
kept, 

The Alliance Israelite Univer- 
gelle, representative group of 
French Jewry, will not participate 
in the congress, 

Prime movers for the Geneva 
meeting in the United States are 
the American Jewish Congress, 
but the two larger organizations, 
the B’nai B’rith and the American 
Jewish Committee, are not partici- 
pating. 





HALT PALESTINE AID 

NEW YORK (JTA)—The Joint 
Distribution Committee said this 
week in a statement, that it would 
not allocate any money for Pales- 
tine this year because it was 
“faced with almost unbearable 
burdens” in Germany, Poland and 
other countries. In the past it 
has expended over $9,700,00@ in 
the Holy Land. 

The J. D. C. is also not planning 
to expend any funds in Russia be- 
cause “the work of farm settle- 
ment in the Crimea and the 
Ukraine, and of placing Jews in 
Russian industrial life has pro: 
ceeded so successfully that we 
are happily freed from such a 
duty at this time.” The statement 
added that the Biro-Bidjan proj- 
ect was being “carefully consid- 
ered” by the Agro-Joint, 

The statement was made to 
clarify the J, D. C.’s position toe 
ward Palestine, the Council for 
German Jewry, Poland and Russia 
and was signed by Felix M. War- 
burg, honorary chairman; Paul 
Baerwald, chairman; Governor 
Lehman and James N, Rosenberg, 
vice chairmen, and other execu- 
tives. 

“The primary task of the Joint 
Distribution Committee today is to 
help the Jews of Germany—when

When Alfred P, Sloan, Jr., president of the 
General Motors Corporation, in a statement to 
the editor of this paper, declared that he had no 
knowledge of the anti-Semitic designs of the 
Sentinels of the Republic and at the same time 
announced the withdrawal of his support from 
the organization, he acted with honor and 
straightforwardness to clarify his position as an 
opponent of the New Deal but no enemy of the 
Jewish people, 

The most intense Jew could ask no more, 

If Alfred P, Sloan, Jr., as is natural, prefers 
the tenets of one political party to another that 
is his privilege as an American, It is also his 
privilege to contribute of his means to fight a 
party with whose principles he is in direct oppo- 
sition, No one, even the staunchest Democrat, 
can gainsay Alfred P. Sloan that right. 

So that when apprized of the anti-Semitic in- 
tent of the Sentinels, Alfred P, Sloan declares 
that he is withdrawing his support from that 
group and categorically denies any anti-Jewish 
prejudices, the incident may, from the Jewish 
angle, be termed closed, 

With J, Howard Pew, however, the case is dif- 
ferent. Dsiclaiming any anti-Jewish bias, Mr. 
Pew declared that although the leader of the 
Sentinels had acquiesced in the statement that 
“old line Americans of $1,200 a year want a Hit- 
ler” he failed to see where the Sentinels were 
anti-Semitic, It is quite possible that Mr, Pew 
is uneducated as to the feeling towards Jews in 
some quarters, but in a case where there is a 


cause for doubt, it is the obligation of men like 
Mr. Pew to unalterably sever any further con- 
nection with the suspicious group. Mr. Pew’s 
declaration that “I have no sympathy whatever 
with any such sentiments of racial antagonism,” 
would carry the import he evidently meant it to 
carry with much more sincerity if he admitted 
what everyone else has admitted that the leaders 
of the Sentinels made statements in writing 
which automatically preclude any real American 
from upholding them or continuing to support 
them, 

This paper hopes that Mr, Pew will clarify in 
this respect hia ‘original statement, so that there 
can be no confusion as to his stand in the matter, 

It must ‘be admitted that even with the state- 
ment made by these men, many will doubt their 
sincerity. The German situation has exposed the 
sensitivity of the American Jew to the point 
where it registers eevn the slightest unfriendly 
impulse, Even so, the other men, provided, of 
course, they renounce their affiliation with the 
organization as did Mr, Sloan, must be given the 
benefit of the doubt. 

It certainly ruffles the composure of even the 
most complacent Jew to think what might have 
been had it not been for the senatorial investiga- 
tion into the Sentinels, and to worry about the 
many groups who have not come under the con- 
gressional scrutiny whose anti-Semitic activities 
will continue with even greater fervor because 
it was disclosed that many of the nation’s indus- 
trial leaders contributed to a group who they will 
declare was ostensibly and unalterably and right- 
eously anti-Semitic,

Rabbi Stops 
Swim Meet 


CHATTANOOGA (Spl.)—Strong 
Jewish anti-Hitler protests were 
seen here in the sudden decision 
of Y, M. C. A. Officials to cancel 
a scheduled swimming show for 
benefit of the American Olympic 
team fund. This is reported to be 
the first time that Chattanooga 
Jews have by any formal action 
protested against the Nazi regime 
of Germany. 

Allegedly to avoid stirring up 
feeling, partial secrecy was 
maintained in replies given by offi- 
cials of the Y, M. C, A., and Rab: 
bi Abraham Feinstein, to ques- 
tions regarding the exact reason 
the show was called off. Rabbi 
Feinstein, head of Mizpah Congre- 
gation, and Albert M. Pennypack 
er, general secretary of the Y, M. 
C, A., were understood to be the 
principals of the move, 

The exhibition features a team 
of swimmers travelling as the Los 
Angeles Ambassador Hotel team. 
It was booked at the Y, M, C. A. 
pool and announced in Chatta- 
nooga newspapers, The day be- 
fore the show, with the team en 
route to this city, a statement was 
issued that the Y. M. C, A. saw 
no use in holding the show be- 
cause space limitations would not 
allow a sufficient crowd even to 
defray expenses. 

Pennybacker, asked if he had 
been called by Jewish citizens in 
regard to the show said, “Yes, that 
had something to do with it, But 
the team couldn’t have made ex- 
penses anyway. It was an unwise 
booking,” 

Rabbi Feinstein, called at his 
home the following day, showed a 
similar reluctance to give details 
of the action, although he admit- 
ted he had personally asked Pen-

GMC Head, Howard Pew 
In Statements On Group

Declaring that “under no cir- 
cumstances will I further know- 
ingly support the Sentinels of the 
Republic,’ Alfred P. Sloan, Jr., 
president of the General Motors 
Corporation, in a statement to this 
paper last week asserted that “he 
had no intention or desire to enter 


into any questions involving re- 


ligion.” 

At the same time a statement 
by J. Howard Pew, president of 
the Sun Oil Company, emphasized 
that he had “no sympathy what- 
ever with any such sentiments of 
racial antagonism” and’ pointed 
out that he was unaware that the 
organization “or any of its officials 
entertained “or any of its officials 
tic towards the Jewish people.” 

The statements from two of the 
prominent men whose names were 
disclosed in the senatorial investi- 
gation) last week as supporters of 
the Sentinels was believed to have 
definitely sounded the death knell 
of the organization, ostensibly 
anti/.New Deal, but at the same 
time anti-Jewish. It is believed 
that the men who furnished the 
funds for the group will without 
exception withdraw their financial 
and moral support, 

Mr, Sloan’s statement, ad 
dressed to the editor, follows in 
full: 

“My dear Mr, Cohen: 

I have your telegram of April 
19th, with respect to a report re 
ferring to a contribution on my 
part toward the promotion of an 
organization, styled Sentinels of 
the Republic. 

This was recommended to me 
as an ‘organization constructive- 
ly promoting a better under- 
standing of our national prob 
lems, economic in character, and 
my contribution to it was with 
the objective of furthering that 
purpose. 

For your information, let me 
gay that the following is my po 
sition, with respect, to such mat- 
ters: 

I am concerned, and concerned 
solely, and I am very, much in- 
terested, and anxious to support, 
so far as I can, in promoting 
movements having as their ob- 
jective, a better understanding 
of the great economic questions 
of today, the further progress of 
civilization. I have no inten. 
tion or desire to enter into any 
questions involving religion or 
poitical controversy.” 

“Under no circumstances will I 

further, knowingly, support the 

Sentinels of the Republic, or 

any other movement whose ob- 

jective does not entirely con- 
form to the above.
